State College. 

Aside from _ the ‘jsbonaxenp 
angle, the deep litter system - wilt 
help overcome: the | problem of | 
damp litter—if the poultry: house 
is well-insulated.. And this ~ well- 
insulated. part is. important, Moore 
Says. He suggests. 4 inches of 
woood shavings along the ‘side- 
walls and ceiling. Or a straw loft 
can replace the’ wood . Shavings 
for-ceiling insulation,
